Trees and Plants Grow Out of the Air, , 


Not from the Ground. 
' 


Take an ordinary seltzer water siphon 


and empty it till only a few drops re- 
main in the bottom. 
Then the bottle is 


full of gas, and that. <;as, which will 
rush out with a spurt when you press 
the knob, is the stuff that plants eat— 
raw material of life, both animal and 
vegetable. The tree grows and lives by 
taking in the carbonic acid from the air 
and solidifying its carbon; the animal 
grows- aud lives by taking the solidified 
carbon from the plf\nt and converting it 
onc'p more into carbonic acid. 


That, in its ideally simple form, is the 


Iliad in a nutshell, the core and kernel 
of biology. The whole cycle of life is 
one eternal seesaw. First the plant col- 
lects its carbon compounds from the air 
in the .oxidized state; it deoxidizes and 
rebuilds them, and then the animal pro- 
ceeds to bum them by slow combustion 
within its own body and to turn them 
loose upon the air once more oxidized. 
After which the plant starts again on 
tho same road as before, and the animal 
also recommences da capo. And so on 
ad infinitmn. 


Hut the point which I want particu- 


larly to emphasize here is just this: That 
trees aud plants don't grow out cf the 
ground at all, as most people do vainly 
talk, but directly out of the air, and 
that when they die or get consumed 
they return once more to the atmosphere 
from which they were taken. Trees un- 
deniably ua,t carbon. 


Of course, therefore, all the ordinary 


unscientific conceptions of how plants 
feed are absolutely erroneous. Vegetable 
physiology indeed got beyond those 
conceptions a good hundred years ago. 
But it usually takes a hundred years for 
the world at large to make up its lee- 
way. 
Trees don't suck up their nutri- 


ment by the roots, they don't derive 
their food from the soil, they don't need 
to be fed like babies through a tube with 
terrestrial solids. The solitary instance 
of an orchid hung up by a string in a 
conservatory on a piece of bark ought to 
be sufficient at once to dispel forever 
this strange delusion—if people ever 
thought; but, of course, they don't think 
—I mean other people. 


The true mouths and stomachs of 


plants are not to be found in the roots, 
but in the green leaves; their true food 
is not sucked up from the soil, but is in- 
haled through tiny channels from the 
air; the mass of their material is carbon, 
as we can all see visibly to the naked eye 
when a log of wood is reduced to char- 
coal, and that carbon the leaves them- 
selves drink in by a thousand smill 
green moutha from the 
atmosphere 


around them. 


But how about the juice, the sap, the 


qualities of the soil, the manure required. 
is the incredulous cry of other people, 
What is the use of the roots, and espe- 
cially of the rootlets, if they are not the 
mouths and supply tubes of the plants': 
Wei!, I plainly perceive I can get "no 
forrader," like the farmer with his claret, 
till I've answered that question, pro 
visionally at least; so I will say here a1 
once, without further ado, that the plant 
requires drink as well as food, and the 
roots are the mouths that supply it with 
water. 


They also suck up a few other things 


as well, which are necessary indeed, bu( 
far from forming the bulk of the nutri- 
ment. Many plants, however, don't 
need any roots at all, while none can 
get on without leaves as mouths and 
stomachs—that Is to say, no true plant- 
like plants, for some parasite plants are 
practically to all intents and purposes 
animals. To put it briefly, every plant 
has one set of aerial mouths to sxick a 
carbon, and many plants have another 
set of subterranean mouths as well, to 
suck up water and mineral constituents. 
—Cornhill Magazine.

•ilver coin and ballion, belonging to the 
United States and not specially set apart 
by law for a paiticular purpose, tha notes 
to be paid oat »• other public moneys. 


The bill further provides that the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury shall purchase in tb« 
open market once a month, all tbe gold 
and cilver bullion offered, at a price not to 
exceed one dollar, for 23.45 grains of prre 
gold and 371.25 grains of pure silver, arid 
pay for the same withTreasory cotes. 


During the first five yeirs of the opera- 


tion of tho Act, the issue of Treasury note* 
shall be in the ratio of two dollar* to one 
in coin; afterward in the ratio of three 
one-half dollars to one iu coin, 
Ti-e notes 


are to be redeemed with coin or ballion a 
tht> option of the holder, io. silver or gold 
as the Secretarj of the Treasury roiy df t-r 
mine, but thb Secretary shall u o t y U e pref 
erence to either metal, for any reason, ex 
oept the interest c f tiie Government. 


The coinage of gold and silver is to be 


suspended under tha operations of the bill 
except what may b« necessary for redeem 
1113 the notes. Tbe notes are to be '.legal 
tender except for the payment of import 
duties, that is, thoy shall have leg*' tender 
power to the aama extent as greenbacks, of 
which there are $340,000,000 iu circulation 
based on $100,000,000 
in gold held for 


their redemption.

B. "W. Nelson, a special agent of the De- 


partment of Agriculture, wag sent to this 
coast to seo what grounds tbers were for 
the oocjplaint that shef-p were destroying 
the young forest trefs in the Sierra Nc- 
,-v»da. It appears tbat be has been inves- 
tigating the matter as he reports thatshtep 
in the Sierra are working havoo with herb- 
age of all kinds and almost the entire 
mountain is denuded. Sheep are every- 
•where, anil grazing contiguous to the snow, 
ten and twelve thousand fstt up in tbe 
mountains. 


It is probable tbat legislation prohibiting 


sheep running at large iu the timbered 
regions) of the Sierra Nevada will be recom- 
mended by the Department of Agriculture. 
Should sooh legislation be enacted sheep 
•will have to be confined to the foot hills 
and plains on the California side. It would 
probably drive large flocks of them, wbicb 
Tange in the Sierra Nevada in the Summer, 
to the valleys and probably compel many 
sheep men on the California side to go ont 
of the business, and doubtless make mutton 
scarcer and higher in San Francisco.

We have constantly made 
progress and obtained a hearing and fol- 
lowers among the masses, who are now 
more intelligent, better educated than ever 
before in tbe world's history. 


Bat every step has been stubbornly con- 


tested, and everything for the eleoliio 
theory gained at the sacrifice of long and 
UdioQB efforts. The whole world of ortho- 
dox soicQtists begin to feel that they are in 
frror and th^t we are in the right, but 
many of them ore too cowardly to acknowl- 
edge the truih. 


Oooasiouly one of these court scientints, 


most of whom are "tjok-learned dudes," 
proves his independence of thought by 
:omiug boldly to tbe front and declaring 
for the electric theory. 


Pro:, Bigbloiv is one of these. He is 


coaneoted with on« of the Eastern uni- 


itiep, oud although he is loo selfish to 


acknowledge that ttbers, long b. fore he 
saw the lig'it of truth, had discovered that 
nature works through ileclric ftrc-ns, mill 
10 deserves comnifndation for rtlosiug 
o longer fallow the heat theory. 


Prof. Bigplow, in a recent piper, de- 


:'uuea tbat the tun is n tuaguet and tbat 
be solar corona consists of the electric 
urteuts th it flow out from the sun over 


its fqnator, and after forming a semi-circle 
in space, flow back to the gun at the poles. 
H» does not describe it in exactly these 
words, but bis description coincides with 
these ideas. 


Photographs of the eclipsed sun, reveal 


a fact thrit bad been discovered by analysis 
many-years ago, aod Prof. Bigelow's dis- 
covery proves the tleetaical theory to b» 
correct. 
But there are many old fogy 


meteorologists, astronomers and physicists 
whose btick iu trade would auffergreat de- 
preciation if they should give np tbe old 
nubular theory and its consequent, the 
beat theory of force, and therefore they, 
being convinced against their desires, will 
pretend to hold the sama opinion still. 


It ia vary inconvenient to change base, 


and although they wiil be forced to admit 
tbe existence of the sun's electric currents 
moving through space, they will be slow 
to admit that tbe sun is not hot. 
But 


what will they do with the fact that these 
electrical currents cannot exist in tbe 
presence of grsftt heat? 


A very serious difficulty in connection 


with these facts is that the weather bnrean 
of the United States is operated on tbe 
beat theory, and it will never get ont of 
that rut till it Is driven ont by vox populi. 
When a man, or set of men, have a good 
thing, they will not voluntarily exchange 
it for somt'tbing they do not understand, 
and unless the Congress can be induced to 
recognize the electric system of meteor- 
ology, and make a small appropriation for 
its sapport, no more progrees will be made 
by the Washington weather bureau in the 
nest twenty years than has been made in 
the past twenty. 


Tbe electric system of meteorology is not 


necessarily expensive. 
There need be no 


expense for telegraphing. Three meteor- 
ologists and a clerk can do all the work, 
and communications to all parts of our 
domain can be carried on through the mails. 
By this system, it is just as easy to fore- 
cast the weather one year in advance as 
one week in advance.
